Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  were  again  prevalent  during  the  year®  The 

diseases  were  mild  in  character  and  no  death  occurred  from  them.  Notifications 
of  Whooping  Cough  numbered  133  ^against  85  in  1952)*  Notifications  of  Measles 
decreased  from  507  in  1952  .to  224  in  1953*  Notifications  of  Scarlet  Fever  in¬ 
creased  during  the  year  to  71,  compared  with  50  in  1952* 

During  the  year  718  children  were  immunised  against  diphtheria  and  a  fur¬ 
ther  379  received  «re~ inforcingw  doses. 

These  figures  relate  to  children  resident  not  only  in- the  Borough  but  al  so 
in  the  area  of  Scalby  Urban  District  and  Scarborough  Rural  District,  Although 
showing  a  slight  increase  on  the  number  immunised  during  1952s,  I  feel  there  is 
room  for  improvement,  We  must  all  do  our  utmost  to  secure  the  immunisation  of 
every  child*  The  ideal  age  is  for  this  to  be  done  when  baby  attains  the  age  of 

eight  months.  Reinforcing  or  ^booster”  doses  should  be  giyen  at  5  years  and 

11  years  of  age. 
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All  wise  parents  will  co-operate  by  seeing  that  their  child  is  immunised  , 

-  this  can  be  carried  out  by  the  family  doctor  or  at  the  infant  Welfare 
Clinics.  information  can  be  obtained  at  the  Health  Department  or  at  Roscoe 
Rooms  Clinic,  Roscoe  Street* 

Diphtheria  is  a  killing  disease  and  only  sustained  efforts  by  all  to 
secure  that  EVERY  child  is  immunised  will  prevent  the  recurrence  of  this  dread 
di  sease.

(i)  MEDICAL  AND  SLIPPER  BATHS. 

The  Superint endent  of  the  Medical  Baths  has  submitted  the  following  report 
on  the  work  of  these  Departments  during  1953:  - 

MEDICAL  BATHS. 

The  Establishment  continues  to  supply  a  demand  for  physiotherapy  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  Medical  Profession  to  those  visitors  and  residents  who 
el  ect  to  receive  treatment  outside  the  ordinary  provision  of  the  National 
Health  Service.  There  is  of  course  a  natural  reluctance  on  the  part  of  some 

potential  patients  to  pay  for  a  service  that  can  now  be  obtained  gratis  at  the 
local  hospital.  This  caused  a  sudden  drop  in  the  numbers  of  patients  attending 
during  1949,  but  since  then  the  figure  has  remained  steady. 

in  addition  to  fee-paying  patients,  the  Establishment  undertakes  the  treat¬ 
ment  of  a  limited  number  of  patients  under  the  auspices  of  the  Specialist  Service 
of  the  Scarborough  &  Whitby  Group  Hospital  Management  Committee.  A  close 
liason  has  been  established  with  the  Hospital  authorities  and  the  organisation 
works  very  smoothly. 

All  types  of  cases  are  referred  for  treatment,  though  most  consist  of 

those  in  the  "rheumatic"  group.  This  service  is  of  special  benefit  to  those 
out-patients  living  in  the  town  area  to  whom  the  journey  to  hospital  by  public 

transport  would  be  difficult  by  reason  of  infirmity. 

ULTRA  VIOLET  CLINICS. 

Therapeutic  treatment  continues  to  be  arranged  for  both  infants  and 
schoolchildren  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Medical  officers  of  the  Maternity 
&  Child  Welfare  Clinic  and  the  School  Health  Service  respectively,

The  Turkish  Bath  continues  to  be  appreciated  by  residents  and  visitors.

The  Borough  and  Water  Engineer  kindly  prepared  the  following  account  for 
inclusion  in  this  Annual  Report:- 

WATER  SUPPLY  TO  THE  BOROUGH  OF  SCARBOROUGH,

The  Scarborough  Corporation  Waterworks  supply  the  whole  of  the  Borough 
and  the  villages  of  Cayton,  Seamer  and  irton  where  there  is  a  pipe  supply-. 
There  have  been  further  developments  in  laying  mains  for  the  new  roads  at 
Eastf  ield  in  the  Parishes  of  Seamer  and  Cayton,  where  the  Corporation  are 
building  many  new  houses. 

The  sources  are  at  irton  Waterworks  and  Cayton  Bay  Waterworks  and  during 

August  1952  and  1953,  the  filters  and  pumping  mains  were  worked  to  their 

fullest  capacity  in  order  to  meet  the  wata-  demand.  The  Corporation  has 

now  completed  the  scheme  for  extending  the  filters  at  irton  Waterworks, 
thereby  increasing  the  capacity  of  the  works  by  1.3  million  gallons  per  day, 

A  constant  check  is  kept  upon  the  quality  of  the  water  by  bacteriological 
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examination  made  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Bridlington,  and  355  reports 
have  been  received  on  samples  taken  from  the  consumers5  taps  in  different  parts 
of  the  area  of  supply,  proving  the  water  supplied  has  been  of  a  highly  satis¬ 
factory  quality.  Chemical  examinations  of  the  waters  taken  from  irton  and 
Cay  ton  Bay  pumping  Stations  show  very  little  variation  in  water  at  different 
times  of  the  year  and  the  results  were  uniformly  satisfactory.  Scarborough 
water  does  not  show  pi  urn  bo  -  sol  v  en  t  properties. 

TREATMENT. 

At  irton  Waterworks  the  water  is  coagulated,  filtered  through  rapid 
gravity  filters,  and  chlorinated.

There  is  ai  so  a  specially  experienced  Health  Visitor  provided  for 
the  visitation  at  home  of  tuberculosis  patients.  This  Health  Visitor  also 
undertakes  duty  at  the  Chest  Clinics. 

Domestic  Help  Service. 

Domestic  Helpers  are  available(on  application  supported  by  medical 
evidence),  to  render  temporary  assistance  in  the  homes  of  applicants  in  the 
following  categories,  viz: 

(i)  Women  having  domiciliary  confinement, 

(ii)  persons  requiring  help  because  of  sickness  or  pregnancy  of  house¬ 

wife  or  her  absence  in  hospital, 

(iii)  Other  cases  of  acute  illness,  particularly  of  children,  where  there 

is  a  number  of  healthy  children  to  be  cared  for,  and 

(iv)  Aged  persons,  or  chronic  sick  persons  who  are  unable  to  obtain  ad¬ 

mission  to  hospital. 

Ambulance  Service. 

An  Ambulance  Depot  (open  day  and  night)  is  maintained  at  Dean  Road, 
Scarborough,  where  Ambulance  Services  facilities  are  available  on  request  by 
Hospital  Medical  Staff,  General  Practitioners,  Police  Officers,  and,  in  cases 
of  sudden  emergency,  members  of  the  public. 

After-Cage  of  Tuberculosis  and  Other  illnesses. 

By  arrangement,  the  Scarborough  &  District  Council  of  Social  Service 
provides,  on  behalf  of  the  North  Riding  County  Council,  After-Care  facilities 
for  tuberculosis  patients  as  well  also  for  those  suffering  from  other  illnesses. 
Additional  bedding,  clothing  etc*,  can  be  provided  and  loan  of  sick  room 
equipment  obtained,  on  recommendations  by  doctors  and/or  District  nurses.

Sir, 


I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  detailing  the  work  of  the 
Sanitary  inspectors  during  the  year  1953. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  standard  of  hygiene  in  *Food  premises"  has 
been  maintained. 
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in  many  cases  new  equipment  has  been  installed  and  al  terations  made  to 
improve  conditions  in  existing  premises. 


Samples  of  milk  submitted  for  chemical  analyses  and  bacteriological 
examinations  shew  very  satisfactory  results. 

The  quantity  of  "undesignated"  milk  sold,  continues  to  diminish, and  is 
being  replaced  largely  by  "Heat  Treated"  milk. 

Of  48  samples  of  milk  tested  biologically,  none  were  found  to  be  positive 
for  tuberculosis®  Two  were  positive  for  Brucella,  and  immediate  arrangements 
were  made  for  the  milk  to  be  pasteurised® 

The  manufacture  and  sale  of  ice  Cream  is  kept  under  constant  and  close 
supervision. 

The  report  shews  that  of  136  samples  examined  at  the  laboratory,  17  were 
placed  in  group  IV* 

Although  quite  a  good  result  it  does  show,  in  my  opinion,  the  necessity 
for  strict  control. 


Licensed  premises  have  now  been  brought  up  to  date  especially  with 
regard  to  the  following  matters:-

Hot  and  cold  water  supplies  for  glass  washing®

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949* 

Sustained  efforts  were  continued  for  the  destruction  of  rats  and  mice. 
One  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty  two  inspections  were  made  and  415  premises 
were  treated.  Advice  and  assistance  were  given  in  each  instance. 

Two  rodent  operatives  employed  whole  time  by  the  Corporation  were 
fully  occupied  in  making  a  thorough  investigation  of  all  premises  known  to  be  or 
suspected  of  harbouring  rats;  the  Corporation  tip  and  all  allotments  were 
baited  monthly  and  the  sewers  were  baited  from  time  to  time.  The  result  of 
their  efforts  is  an  estimated  kill  of  2,021  rats  -  603  actual  bodies  being 
recovered.
